They 
journeyed over the Crow's Nest Pass 
line of the C. P. R. as far west as Crow's 
Nest, the summit ot the main range of 
the Canadian Rockies, and returning 
stopped at Coleman, Blairmure and 
Frank, where receptions were tendered 
them. 1 
The most notable demonstration iu 
honor of the Governor-General and Uis 
party was that prepared by the citizens 
of Coleman. There was magnificently 
decorated and gorgeous triumphal arches 
which spanned the driveway from the 
station to the speakers' stand, where 
the formal ceremonies ot welcoming 
their Excellencies took place.

A visit to 
the zinc smelter of the Canadian Metal 
Company was a feature Of the enter- 
tainment. The plant, tho only one of 
t ho kind in Canada, excited the keen 
interest of all the members of the party. 
The party left Frank at -1 o'clock. The 
members were driven through the slide 
under escort of the mounted police to 
give them an opportunity of seeing the 
scene of the great disaster of two years 
ago. The Governor-General's special 
met the party below the slide and the 
journey east was resumed.

PEARY'S POLAR EXPEDITION. 

Returning Member of Expedition 
Brings Latest News From Explorer. 

N.-w York. Sept. 12. -Dr. Frederics 
Sohon, of Washington, surgeon of the 
I Vary uuxilliar.v steamer Erik, is here 
on his way home. lie brings news ol 
Commander Peary, nearly a week later 
than tin' explorer's telegram of August 
Itith at Etah, reporting his inteution to 
cross Smith sound, which was at thill 
time covered witli ice, from Littleton isl- 
and to Cape Isabella, ami that he would 
make the attempt to establish a base at 
■(.'ape Sabine. 

i The Erik remained after Peary's de- 
parture six days at Etah until August 

LMrd. Hr. Sol reports that shortly 

after Peary's departure the ice broke 
ii ml much open water was visible he 
tweeii Littleton island and Cape Sabine; 
that twelve hours later, ascending the 
mountain immediately north of Etah, 

No Sign of the Roosevelt 
could be seen ar Payer harbor, at Sabine 
cape or anywhere to the west or north, 
while two days after that, or on the 21st 
of August, the second officer of I he Erik 
reported from tho top of the mountain 
a similar condition of affairs. The in- 
ability to see the Roosevelt or her smoke 
in the distance, the weather being per- 
fectly clear, undoubtedly is a sign that 
'favorable conditions had arisen of which 
Peary had taken advantage t.i push for- 
ward immediately to the farthest north, 
with good prospects of reaching Lufiy 
Franklin bay or perhaps Flocberg beach, 
the winter quarters of the British ship 
Discovery in IS75-7C. The Erik land- 
ed sixty tons of coal at Etah and had 
two hundred in her hold on arrival at St. 
John's September 8th.

Papal Envoy to Japan 
Homo, Sept. 12,— In connection -with 
tlio forthcoming visit to Tokio of Bishop 
W. EL O'Conoell, of the diocese of 
Maine, as special envoy of tlio Pope to 
tho Emperor of Japan, it is now known 
that tho appointment of such :i repre- 
sentative lias been in contemplation for 
a long lime. it was thought that the 
Japanese people could never be convert- 
ed individually but would have to be 
Christianized, if at all, by diplomatic 
methods. 

At the present time the Roman Cath- 
olic church iu Japan is suffering from 
the imputation that it is a French insti- 
tution, and Franco, being tlie ally of 
'Russia, comes in for a share of popular 
disfavor. To counteract this it is sug- 
gested that the I 'ope should conn- for- 
ward as a sovereign and appoint a rep- 
resentative at Tokio, at the same time 
requesting the Japanese government to 
appoint a minister to the Vatican. The 
suggestion was well received by His 
Holiness.

ADMIRAL TOGO'S FLAGSHIP DESTROYED 




Ti)K\o. Sept. 12— The Japanese 
battleship Mlkasa, which was 
the flagship of Admiral Togo 
during the battle of the Japan 
Sea, caught Are at 1:40 a. m. yester- 
day. 

The loss of life by the sinking of 
tho Mlkasa totals 599 officers and 
men, including detachments from 
other warships which went to the 
rescue of the vessel. 

The navy department this after- 
noon furnished the following details 
of the sinking of the Mlkasa: "The 
battleship caught lire from an un- 
known cause at midnight September 
in. ami before the tire could be sub- 
dued the flames reached the after 



magazine, which exploded, blowing- a 
hole In the port side below the water 
line, causing- her to sink. The cause 
of the tire is under investigation." 

The disaster to the battleship 
Mlkasa has cast a gloom everywhere. 
The Mlkasa was Togo's flagship and 
was endeared to the hearts of the 
people. The ship was at anchor In 
Sasebo harbor when the fire started 
at (he base of the mainmast at mid- 
night. Jt spread with great rapidity, 
exploding the after magazine, and an 
hour after the fire had been discovered 
the Mlkasa sank in shallow water. It 
is believed the ship can lie repaired.

— The Russian 
ootnmissioners, who successfully con- 
cluded a treaty of. peace with the envoys 
of Japan at Portsmouth started on their 
return to St. Petersburg today. The 
party, headed by Sergius Witte, the chief 
Russian plenipotentiary, sailed ou the 
Steamer Kaiser Wllkelui II at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. Bofore leaving the city 
iM. Witte and Baron Rosen made a fare- 
well call upon the Japanese diplomats, 
iwho expect to leave tor home later in 
the week. Baton Komura was unable 
to see the Russians because of his ill- 
ness, but through Minister Takabira he 
seat, them a cordial message of farewell. 
I Mr. Takahira and members of the 
Japanese party entertained the Russi- 
ans for half an hour. 
. A bin crowd had gathered at the dock 
of the Kaiser VVilhelui in lloboken to 
see M. Witte and there was much 
cheering and hand clapping as he went 
up the gang plank, to which he bowed 
his acknowledgment. 

lie reeeived the newspaper men cor- 
dially in his staterooms ou board the 
Steamer and through Baron Rosen made 
a statement to those whom he met, 
thanking them and saying that never 
in his life before bad it been so forcibly 
'impressed upon him that "the pen is 
mightier than the sword."

ARMS FOR FINNS. 

HelsinffCors, Sept. — The customs 
authorities today seized 5,000 rides in 
the possession of persons in the 
neighborhood of Jakoustad, on the 
Gulf of Bothnia, which were believed 
to have been from an unnamed steam- 
er sunk by her crew Sunday. The 
steamer was discovered by tin-' cus- 
toms officers twenty miles outside of 
Jakob. st ad, and on the captain declar- 
ing that she was loaded with rilles. 
and ammunition, was ordered into 
port to be discharged, when suddenly 
several explosions were beard. The 
steamer grounded In shoal water, and 
the crew escaped in lifeboats. 

Further details of Sunday's affair 
slated that when the customs officers 
boarded the steamer they were re- 
ceived by twenty of the crew armed 
with revolvers. The chief customs 
oflicer was permitted to visit the 
cabin, whore, after negotiations last- 
Jner an hour, he was told that he and 
his fellow officers had the alternative 
of leaving the vessel or being blown 
up with her.

Tlflis, Sept. 12. — Prince Tsltstanoff, 
a landed proprietor, was assassinated 
today at Gori, fifty miles from Tillls. 

The following Incident, showing the 
desperate spirit displayed by the Tar- 
tars, is reported from Baku: A band 
of Tartar barricaded themselves in 
the house of a rich Mussulman and 
fired from the windows on a patrol 
otlicer, who summoned them to sur- 
render. The Tartars replied to the 
summons with another volley and 
continued firing while artillery was 
brought up. The artillery laid the 
house tn ruins. The Tartars per- 
ished to a man. 

A hundred Soclul Democrats were 
killed or wounded today In a eon diet 
with Cossacks at the town hall, and 
many were trampled to death In a 
subsequent panic. 

Two thousand Social Democrats 
had forced nn entrance Into the town 
hall, which had been closed owing to 
the celebration of a religious holiday. 
Revolutionary speeches were made, 
and the chief of police ordered the 
meeting to be dispersed. Part obeyed, 
but the remainder refused, and some 
revolvers wore Bred. A large force 
of Cossacks drawn up outside the 
building then tired repeated volleys 
Into the crowd, killing 30 and wound- 
111!,' upwards of 70. 

hi the ensiling patnlc many persons 
fell and were trampled to death by 
their comrades and the pursuing Cos- 
sacks. 

According to official accounts the 
crowd was roughly handled by the 
commissary of police, whereupon the 
third company of the Poltava regi- 
ment was summoned. The com- 
mander of the company ordered the 
demonstrators to disperse, promising 
not to arrest them If they obeyed. 
Shots were then tired on the Cos- 
sacks, not only from the town hall, 
but from the courtyard and from the 
street. A number of Voters assem- 
bled In a neighboring house, broke 
through a wall leading to the hall and 
opened fire with revolvers on the 
Cossacks, who thereupon tired on the 
rioters. Official llgures give the cas- 
ualties as 23 killed and 50 wounded. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 12.— The latest 
advices from Baku say that firing 
continues in the outskirts of the 
"Blaektown" quarter, and that the 
rioters are committing acts of Incen- 
diarism and plunder at Balakhan. 
Many factories in the Volga provinces 
have already been closed owing to 
lack of fuel. The workmen there 
are excited and disorders there are 
anticipated. A despatch to the Cau- 
casus oil Company from Baku says 
that the fires In the oil fields are prac- 
tically exhausted and that the mili- 
tary authorities are stationing guards 
In the district. 

During the night, the despatch says, 
incendiaries tried to land at Biebat 
from small boats, but were driven off 
by volleys from the Cossacks. They 
then attacked steamers In which two 
companies had taken refuge during 
the uprising, but the attack was re- 
pulsed. 

The incendiaries succeeded In set- 
ting tire to three machine shops In 
the Uholkln district, killing the pro- 
prietor of one. tn the Blaektown dis- 
trict the patrol fired a volley into a 
crowd of Russian workmen from 
which a shot was supposed to have 
been fired, but the despatch to the 
Caucasus Coal Company expressly 
states that no one was killed. 
Throughout the Blaektown district the 
patrols are* acting energetically in 
suppressing disorders. 

After the conference of oil men here 
yesterday, at which despatches from 
the oil regions were compared, the 
representatives of the various com- 
panies summarized the situation in 
the oil districts as follows: Born 
Company — Most of the tanks and 
pumps saved from destruction. A 
few wells belonging to other English 
companies have been saved. Society 
of Baku — A third of its properties de- 
stroyed. Caspian Company — Prop- 
erty completely destroyed. Other 
large companies lost small portions of 
property.

M. Tombazis, the Greek 
minister here, has left the country 
on an unlimited leave of absence, 
after receiving a note from the Rou- 
maninn government, which Immedi- 
ately seni orders to the Roumanian 
minister to Greece, M. Ghlca, to leave 
Athens. 

The cause of the trouble between 
the two governments Is the refusal 
by Roumania of the demand of Greece 
for compensation to those who have 
suffered by the pillaging of Greek 
shops and maltreatment of Creek 
subjects during the recent demon- 
strations here, and for satisfaction for 
the burning of the Greek flag by 
demonstrators at Qurgevo. The Greek 
government also complained of the 
general insecurity of Greeks In Rou- 
mania. several having been expelled.

Prime Minister Places Resignation in 
Emperors Hands. 

— General Baron 
Fejervary, 'he Hungarian Premier, af- 
ter long interviews with the King-Em- 
peror this morning and afternoon, ten- 
dered his resignation. It is understood 
that the resignation will tie accepted and 
His Majesty within the nest f« w days 
will receive Francis Kossuth and other 
members of the united opposition in the 
Hungarian parliament. They are now 
endeavoring to arrange a compromise. It 
is understood that the reason the Pre- 
mier resigned was because the King- 
Emperor refused to consent to the 
carrying out of bis scheme for the grunt- 
ing of universal suffrage to the Hunga- 
rians, which he advanced ns one means 
of bringing about the defeat of the unit- 
ed opposition. 

Parliament will meet Scnttember 15th, 
when Premier Fejervary is expected to 
present a decree of prorogation nnd at 
the same time announce the resignation 
of his cabinet,

A GREAT LABOR LEADER. 

Mr. John Burns may not only be 
regarded as one of the labor leaders 
of Great Britain, but of the world of 
labor. He ia now in Canada and 1b 
on his way West. He will be warmly 
welcomed by all friends of the cause 
with which he has been so actively 
identified for so long- 'a time. His 
object in coming to Canada is to study 
labor conditions and to get into touch 
with labor leaders throughout the Do 
minion, and we are informed that he 
is losing no time in carrying out his 
mission. He is rapidly interviewing 
trades and labor councils as he comes 
along, and will spend about a month 
in Canada, which is certainly not too 
long a time for the purpose lie has in 
hand. 

Mr. Burns has represented Batter 
sea in the British House of Commons 
since 1892, and has always commanded 
the respect of the members of that 
body. He is a man of undoubted 
ability, strong and rugged in physique, 
characteristics which are reflected in 
his mental make-up. He is a Lon- 
doner by birth, and perhaps no other 
man knows London so well, as he 
has made a life study of the conditions 
of the poor of that city, and has been 
prominently identified with all the im- 
portant schemes for their betterment 
He is a poor man himself, and In his 
capacity as a labor representative Is 
maintained out of a fund subscribed 
for the purpose. Mr. Bums is an 
interesting speaker, and is a well- 
informed student of social problems, 
a man who takes rank with big men. 



DOCTORS DIFFER. 

The British Board of Trade em- 
ployed Prof. Mavor, who occupies the 
chair of Political Economy in the 
Toronto University, to make a report 
on the economic resources of the 
Northwest — that is, the whole of the 
prairie country. The Professor is 
somewhat conservative in his views, 
and his report has given anything 
but satisfaction to tho people of the 
Northwest, many of whom think that 
some practical farmer or grain-buyer, 
who had an intimate knowledge 
of the conditions of that country, 
would have oeen much more reliable 
and trustworthy. However, other es- 
timates have been made which suit 
them better— one by Prof. Saunders, 
director of the experimental farms of 
Canada, who ought to be a fair auth- 
ority, and another by Mr. Hugh 
McKellar, deputy minister of agri- 
culture of Manitoba, another man 
whose special knowledge entitles 
bis views ' to more than ordin- 
ary weight These three gentlemen 
might be regarded as experts, but to 
show how experts differ, we may be 
permitted to give their respective es- 
timates of the ultimate wheat crop 
of the Canadian Middle West. Here 
they are: 

Prof. Mavor. 247.000,000 bushels. 

Prof. Saunders. 812,000,000 bushels. 

Mr. McKellar, l.,0GO,0u0,000 bushels.

THE CALLING OF MR. SCOTT. 



The Winnipeg Free Press takes a 
most remarkable attitude with reference

lected as tli" leader of tin' Liberals for 
that province. lie was not previously 
allied with provincial politics, but was

the Lieutenant-Governor exercised an 
.undoubted right when he called upon Mr. 
Scott; but he was not compelled by any 
of the reasons advanced by the Free 
Press. Prior to his becoming Premier 
there was no Opposition party, and con- 
sequently no leader, Mr. Haultain was 
not leader of the Opposition. It is im- 
possible to say who will be leader of 
either Government or Opposition in the 
new Legislature. Mr. Scott is at pres- 
ent only filling a gap. He may be able 
to control a majority or lie may not. He 
(may not even be elected. 

We recognize, of course, that Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Forget, who owes his ap- 
pointment for the third time to Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier. was expected to call upon 
a Liberal. There is no doubt about it 
that nil these little details were arranged 
beforehand at Ottawa; that Mr. Scott, 
who expected to be made Minister of the 
Interior, and was passed over for Mr. Oli- 
ver, was selected as leader for tho Sas- 
katchewan Liberals in order that lie 
might become Premier, and Mr. Forget 
understood in boing reappointed that ho 
iwas to call upon him. If 'the Free Press 
were ciuite liouest it would admit these 
facts and not try to defend His Honor 
upon grounds that are indefensible. 

As a matter of strict constitutional 
practice, however, that is to say, .follow 
ing out the constitution according to its 
(spirit, as indicated by the evident pro 
prieties in the case, there was one man 
above all others entitled to recognition, 
mm! that was Mr. Haultain. Up to tin 
1st of September he had been the con 
stitutional adviser of Lieutenaut-Gov 
ernor Forget; so far as we know ho en 
joyed the fullest confidence of the Crown 
He had been Premier of the Territories 
for many years; politically lie was th 
most prominent man in t he Territories; 
for several years of late he had been 
leader of the Northwest Assen bly by 
the unanimous consent of that body: 
that ho is i< public man of conspicuous 
ability and high integrity is not denied. 
Mr. Haultain is not a Liberal, neither is 
lie a party man in territorial politics. 
Moreover His Honor must not know men 
(politically; he is supposed to be. guided 
by the facts of which he has official 
knowledge, and, if we may be permitted 
to use the expression, Mr. Haultain was 
the only fact of which lie bad official 
ken — the only man who properly came 
within his purview iq seeking for some 
one to form a government. 
I In addition, however, to every other 
consideration that might have beea ad- 
vanced in favor of Mr. Haultain, there 
are the precedents afforded when the 
other Provinces came into Confederation. 
The men who occupied the most prom- 
Bnent political positions in the colonies 
were either selected for, or continued in, 
office. In the case of Alberta the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor had more or less of a 
free hand, as there was no man of prom- 
inence similar to Mr. Haultain to be 
called upon, and he selected the man 
chosen as leader of the Liberals. In 
Saskatchewan Mr. Forget closed his 
eyes, in obedience to party dictation, 
'to the man entitled to the honor and se- 
lected another man who had never tak- 
len any prominent part or been associated 
with territorial politics, except, of course, 
in li is journalistic capacity as editor of 
the leading paper, in which he had to 
discuss local questions.

The census department at Ottawa 
has issued a statement with reference 
to the population of the Dominion on 
the 1st of July of the present year. It 
is estimated that the number of per- 
sons in Canada at that time was 
G, 173,530, or an Increase of 802,215 
since the taking of the census. The 
process of arriving at the result in 
question is somewhat simple, and con- 
sists in subtracting the number of 
deaths per thousand from that of the 
births, which gives the natural in- 
crease, and adding to that the number 
of immigrants, with the same natural 
increase to these settlers. The St. 
John Sun is doubtful If the result is 
an accurate one, from the fact that 
no account is taken of the emigration 
during that time. We should be very 
pleased to think that the emigration 
is not sufficiently large to materially 
alter the correctness of the statement. 
Nevertheless, it is not safe to assume 
that it does not exist.

Favors Close Season.— U. J. Ker, 
secretary of the British Columbia 
Packers' Association, stated hi an in- 
terview that he thought the salvation 
of the salmon fishing Industry de- 
pended on the establishment of several 
annual close seasons, and he pointed 
not that tin 1 Canadian order-in-coun- 
cll which ordered that no fish should, 
be caught in (he eraser River and 
tributary wuters during 1 006 and 1908 
still stands. It was provided thai 
the order-ln-councll should be can- 
celled If the slate or Washington did 
not pass a similar enactment. If 
Washington does not act before next 
spring, the Canadian order will be 
cancelled. Mr. Ker stated that so far 
no active steps have been taken In 
the preparation of matters relative to 
the salmon fisheries for submission 
to the fisheries commission. One of 
the principal points to be brought to 
the attention of the commission will 
be the establishment of more hatch- 
eries for sockr yes on the Kraser River 
and tributaries. 



Rig Ore Contract — It Is reported 
that a contract for the transportation 
of ores from Prince of Wales Island 
to the Crofton smelter is to be entered 
into between George II. Robinson, 
managing director of the Britannia 
Copper Syndicate and owner of the 
Crofton plant, and Messrs. MacKenzie 
Bros., of Vancouver, to whom was re- 
cently awarded the contract for trans- 
porting Britannia ores to the Hmelter. 
This Prince of Wales Island ore- 
carrylng contract is an Important one, 
as the northern properties, which lie 
not far from Ketchikan, will be ship- 
ping between 00.000 and 100,000 tons 
of ore within the next twelvemonth. 
All this ore will be brought down the 
coast and taken partly to Crofton and 
partly to the Ladysmith smelter. The 
purchase of the ore as made some 
time ago by Thomas Kiddle, manager 
of the Crofton smelter, and the ven- 
dors are the Omar Mining Company. 
A portion of the output of the north- 
ern mines was contracted for by the 
Ladysmith smelter. 

Inspected Timber. — Max La Moste, 
of New York, is In the city, after 
having paid a visit to the forests back 
of Ladysmith for tin- purpose or in- 
forming himself of the actual condi- 
tions of the growing timber of Van- 
couver Island. Mr. Moste. who is 
connected witli tie- forestry depart- 
ment of th- United states, was much 
impressed with the section he saw. 
lie pronounced it a magnificent body 
and class of timber, such as is per- 
haps not to be found In tiny other 
part of the world. The forests of the 
Great Lakes section, Michigan, Wis- 
consin and of Maine have been rap- 
Idly depleted of bite years, and the 
Panama canal will on its completion, 
or even during its construction, make 
such demands on lirltlsli Columbia 
timber that it is one of the province's 
great assets, which will, says Mr- 
Moste, Increase rapidly every year 
hereafter. Forest fires, he suggested, 
should be most carefully guarded 
against, for one great lire In the sec- 
tion he saw would do great damage.

The policy of the Canadian .. 
nient with regard to railway control 
and railway construction has Been 
very severely criticized recently, not 
only in Canada, where as elsewhere 
It Is but the natural function of the 
party in opposition to find fault with 
the "party in power, but also m the 
United States, says the L-ondon. Fi- 
nancial Times. In the first place, 
Americans lind it difficult to under- 
stand the inability of Its Official man- 
agers to make the Intercolonial rail- 
way paV : i and, In the second place, In 
view of tho fact that that railway 
does not pay, they are astonished at 
the government's policy with regard 
to the Grand Trunk Pacific. The In- 
tercolonial railway is an important 
system 1,476 miles In length, cunning 
from St. John, New Brunswick, and 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, through Quebec 
to Montreal, and its operation for the 
past financial year has recently been 
reported upon by the minister of rail- 
ways, Mr. Emmerson. He had not 
the full accounts before him, but he. 
estimated that the line had been 
worked at a loss of between $1,500,000 
and $2,000,000. In arriving at this 
result nothing had been allowed for 
interest upon capital and nothing had 
been charged against the earnings for 
taxes. Among systems or Its size trie 
Intercolonial railway may be said to 
stand l>v Itself. It Is not easy to find 
another railway In the world ol the 
same or greater length whose opera- 
tion results so disastrously. Ameri- 
cans are just now particularly proud 
of the success achieved by their rail- 
roads, and the failure or the Canadian 
Intercolonial railway to keep its work- 
ing expenses within its earnings is 
therefore commented upon with more 
severity They attribute the miser- 
able results attained on the system to 
the fact that it Is under government 
control, and the American railroad 
world Is the most happy to be able 
to do so because it Is threatened with 
closer government supervision oi Its 
operations. Canada's minister Of 
railways has his own explanation to 
give. ' He points out that the line 
was located for strategic purposes, 
and not with the object of making it 
financially successful. In other words, 
he suggests that, though there may be 
a loss on working, there are, or at any 
time may be, or at least were intend- 
ed to be, compensating advantages. 
In support of this statement he ad- 
vances the fact that when the Do- 
minion built the Intercolonial over a 
long and unpromising route, it gave 
a subsidy to the Canadian Pacific to 

build a short competing line through 
the state of Maim.'. The particularly 
poor results of the past year he at- 
tributes to Hie extremely severe 
weather in the winter, which caused 
parts oi" the road to stop working 
practically for two months, and to the 
Increase In wages, amounting to about 
$750,000 during the year. 

Case of the Intercolonial 
\s the success or failure of the In- i 
tercolonlal railway has some bearing 
upon Canada's policy in connection ; .. 
with the finance and construction of [WIS 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, In which 
English Investors are Interested and 
to which we must refer later. It may 
be well to consider the replies that 
have been made to Mr. Emnterson's 
arguments. It is, of course, admitted 
on all hands that the winter weather 
was extremely severe, and must have 
made a considerable difference to ex-] 
penses, but with the rest of the ar- I 
guments there appears to be littl 
svmpathv.

over the Canada Atlantic and Grand 
Trunk to United Slates ports. If 
there is anything in this theory, one 
may well ask what prospects the 
government-constructed line east oi 
Winnipeg can have? A correspondent 
was complaining In our columns the 
other day of the rights over the Can- 
ada Atlantic being obtained by tho, 
Canadian igdvernmctnt: ibut we ajre 
inclined to agree with American ob- 
servers that the Grand Trunk has, 
taking everything into consideration, 
the best of the bargain. If there was 
ever any solid ground for the con- 
struction of the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
then It must be admitted that the 
Grand Trunk has secured the conces- 
sion on' very favorable terms, and 
should in the long run reap a great 
advantage. On tho other hand, Can- 
ada wanted the new railway to assist 
its' development, and experience shows 
that if It had built the line and oper- 
ated it itself, the result would proh- 
ably have been disastrous. Never- 
theless, the Canadian government can- 
not prudently advance this argument, 
however plausible it may be. in sup- 
port of Us policy.

Registered at the Drlard Hotel is 
Hon. Robert White. a well-known 
figure of the Condon stork exchange, 
who has been paying a. visit to Can- 
ada as the guest of Karl Grey, the 
governor-general, to take part in some 
hunting expeditions in prospect, and 
Is meanwhile paying a Hying visit to 
British Columbia and the Pacific

I Ion. Robert Whit.- is ih.' second 
son or the second Huron Annaly of 
Clonsllla, county Dublin, Ireland, a 
barony created in 1863. Whilst hold- 
ing Her Majesty's commission as rap- 
tain of the Royal Welsh Fusiliers, \\p 
accepted a staff appointment in the 
Rhodeslan Horse, and is belter known 
to fame as "Major Bobby White" ot 
the Jameson raid, suffering, together 
with ills colleagues.
